TRR RAILROADS. 


Another Cut In East-Bound Rates— General 


Railway News. 


NEw YorK, May 15.—The Trunk Line Asso- 
ciations’ Executive Committee has been 
obliged to make another big reduction in 
freight rates. Following 80 soon after the 
drop in the rates for the transportation of live 
stock, it is found to create much talk and com- 
ment. The latest cut has been made on rail- 
road and lake rates from New York to West- 
ern points. Heretofore, these rates forthe 
six different classes of freight have been as 
follows: To Chicago and Milwaukee, 54, 7,87, 
27, N, 20 cents; to Toledo, Port Huron, Cleve- 
land and Detroit, 49, 42, 88, 24, 20 and 17 
cents per 100 pounds. The new rates 
to all these points make no distinc- 
tion between freight shipped to Chicago and 
Milwaukee and the other points and are as 
follows: 44, 39, 31, 23, 19 and 16 cents per 100 
pounds. This, it will be noticed, is a drop of 
10 cents on freight of the first class and a con- 


sid srable drop on all classes of freight. 


Ihe fact that the Vermont Central, which 
connects with the Grand Trunk as well as 
other Canadian roads, has reduced Its rates to 
the West is given as one of the reasons why 
the cut has been made necessary and competi- 
tion in lake traffic is also assigned as one of 
the causes. The all-rail freight rates have 


thus far been left undisturbed. 
VESSELS ON THE LAKES
